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Candidates for admission into the Freshman Class will be ex- 
amined upon English Grammar, Arithmetic, Algebra, through 
equations of the first degree, Csesar's Gallic War, the ^Eneid of 
Virgil, (six books,) Cicero's Select Orations, and Bullion's Greek 
Reader. Bullions' Latin and Greek Grammars are preferred. 

Parents cannot be too strongly urged to see that their sons are 
thoroughly prepared. Certificates of good moral character will in 
all cases be required. 

Those who, in addition to the above named studies, can pass a 
rigid and satisfactory examination on any portion of the " College 
Course of Study," will be admitted to higher classes, in proportion 
to their attainments. 

Believing that great injury has been done to young men by 
yielding (as we have occasionally done heretofore,) to the entreat- 
ies of parents to admit their sons to higher classes than their at- 
tainments will justify, we announce our determination, for the fu- 
ture, to be rigid in our adherence to these terms. After examina- 
tion, (if satisfactory,) each applicant will be furnished with a copy 
of the laws of the College, and after having time to read them 
carefully, will (as his own voluntary act,) subscribe his name to 
the pledge in our " Matriculation Book," thereby pledging himself 
to observe strictly, every one of them during his continuance in 
the Institution. If he eannot cheerfully take this pledge, he will be 
requested to return home at once. 
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When circumstances require the enactment of new laws, an- 
nouncements* of such will be made publicly, and continuance in the 
Institution, after such announcements, will be understood as an ob- 
ligation to observe them. 

When any student who has taken this pledge feels u propensity, 
which he cannot or will not resist, to violate it, let him at once 
sever his connection with the InstitutieH, rather than violate his 
promise. Wc do not desire the admission of any one whose re- 
gard for a sacred pledge is not potent to secure his obedience to 
law. This is of the highest importance to us as being our only se- 
curity for the maintenance of good order. Young men who have 
not been taught to be slaves to their word, and to feel, after hav- 
ing made a promise, that they have no right to do otherwise, 
would do well to go where other instrumentalities are employed 
to secure good order. 

We call the special attention of parents and teachers to this sec- 
tion. We send copies of our Catalogue to teachers whose address 
is known to us, and request that they read this section to those of 
their students whom they propose to recommend to us for admis- 
sion.
